The Lansdowne treatment 
plant which gives primary 
treatment to sanitary 
sewage from throughout the 
East St. Louis and Madison 
and Venice areas will be shut 
down by the Metro-East 
Sanitary District in 60 days, 
state and city officials were 
informed Monday. 

Trustees of the district 
authorized the mailing of 
letters to the Environmental 
Protection Agency, the 
Ilinois attorney general's 
office and mayors of cities 
served by the Lansdowne 
plant, notifying them of the 
board's intention to shut 
down the plant 

Such action would leave a 
large area south of the Quad- 
Cities without sewage 
treatment, in violation of 
EPA standards, and could 
make the sanitary district 
subject to heavy penalties 
under EPA regulations. 

In. reference to the 

ibility of EPA fines, one

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Parks seek new funding for shelter | 


The Board of Com- 
missioners of the Granite 
City Park District met 
Wednesday night to seek a 
new avenue for grants to 
complete work on the Wilson 
Park ice skating rink and to 
replace an existing picnic 
shelter, since an anticipated 
federal grant of $33,412 has 
been cancelled. 

Initially the grant was 
approved by the Illinois 
Department of Conservation 
but was rejected by Heritage 
Conservation Recreation 
Services, a.division of the U. 
S. Department of Interior 
regional office located near 
Detroit, Mich., board 
president George H. Sykes 
reported 

ykes explained the ice 
rink is not | considered 
energy-efficient and the 
decision was based on a 
climatic criteria plan «to 
determine money for grants. 

Factors in the decision 
included an average annual 
snowfall of 24 inches, which 
would qualify for the grant, 
but this area recorded only 
21 inches. Also, the mean 
temperature of the coldest 
month would have to be 30 
degrees or less and this area 
registered 31.5 degrees, 
Sykes added. 

An alternative plan 
suggested by Board Member 
Dave Nolan would be to 
apply for the Urban and 
Park Recovery Act, which 
would be on a 70-30 cost 
sharing basis. He added that 
an early requirement would 
have to be a five-year plan 
with a set of objectives 
outlined by the park board. 
He noted the federal 
government @uld pay 70 
percent, with the park 
distirct paying the other 30 
percent

Energy emergency plan is 
called harsh, unworkable 


A plan that the federal 
government is now 
developing to deal with 
energy emergencies will not 
help consumers in time of 
emergency and in addition 
may work against long-term 
energy conservation, ac- 
cording to Frank Beal, 
Director of the Illinois 
Institute of Natural 
Resources. 

The Standby Federal 
Emergency Energy Con- 
servation Plan being 
déveloped by the U.S. 
Department of Energy would 
confuse the public regarding 
energy conservation and 
could cause ‘‘resentment 
and bitterness and 
ultimately, perhaps, failure 
at a time when successful 
conservation is most 
urgently needed,’ Beal 
commented at a_ public 
hearing Monday 

The U.S. Department of 
Energy is developing the 
plan in response to the 
Emergency Energy Con- 
servation Act passed by 
Congress in 1979. 

+ Under the legislation, the 
president may declare an 
energy emergency and set 
ceilings on the amount of fuel 
each state should consume. 

Illinois and the other states 
then would be required. to 
develop emergency response 
plans designed to keep 
energy consumption below 
the targets. The standby 
federal plan would be im- 
posed when a state failed to 
develop its own plan or when 
a state plan proved inef- 
fective. 

The federal energy 
department held hearings 
Monday and Tuesday in 
Chicago to receive public 
reaction to the standby plan, 
which consists of the 
following elements 

A public education cam- 
paign 

Odd-even and 
purcha restrictions 
gasoline stations. 

Strict enforcement of the 
speed limit, with possible 
reduction of the limit to 50 
mph 

Reduced business hours, 
primarily through 
elimination of one business 
day per week 

Carpooling and vanpooling 
promotion by employers. 

Mandatory temperature 
restrictions in public (and 
perhaps residential) 
buildings.

Restrictions on the use of 
private automobiles; and, 

Restrictions on the 
recreational use of boats. 

Beal, head of the state 
energy agency in Illinois, 
expressed uncertainty as to 
whether those measures 
constituted a response to an 
energy emergency or a 
means of forcing individuals 
and businesses to conserve 
energy. 

“If this. is to be a con- 
tingency plan,” Beal said, 
“then it ought to focus on 
those things that can be 
brought into force quickly, 
effectively, and with a 
minimum of disruption. 

“Most of the measures in 
the federal plan, in fact, will 
take too long to implement 
and any energy crisis that 
develops might well be over 
by the time many of the 
measures could be put into 
place,” Beal said 

Using the gasoline shor- 
tages that developed in the 
wake of the Iranian 
revolution as an example, 
Beal argued that ‘‘we 
already have demonstrated 
an ability to deal with crisis. 

“We were able to cope with 
gasoline shortages of ap- 
proximately 10 percent 


without employing some of 
the- harsh and_ restrictive 
measures described in the 
standby federal plan.” 

Beal assured the U.S. 
Department of Energy 
representatives conductipg 
the hearings that the statejof 
Illinois will prepare an 
energy contingency plan as 
required. 

“But we will not impose 
unnecessary restrictions on 
the freedom of the con- 
sumer; we will not threaten 
business and industry with 
civil penalties; and we will 


not rely on measures which |] 


are cumbersome to im- 
plement,” said Beal, 
ascribed these charac-

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Anderson gaining campaign 
momentum in Illinois, nation 


As recently as a month 
ago, U.S. Representative 
John B. Anderson was little 
known outside the 
Congressional district in 
northwestern Illinois he has 
rppresented for nearly 20 
» years. 
| Even though he had been a 
candidate for the Republican 
presidential nomination 
since his announcement last 
June 8, he had not received 
the attention some can- 
didates did. Nevertheless, 
the campaign of the white- 
haired Rockford native 
began to catch on as the 
March 18 Illinois and April 
Wisconsin presidential 
primaries neared, 

;His performance at the 
January televised debate in 
Iowa among most of the 
Republican contenders 
displayed an articulate 
candidate who spoke in 
specifics, his backers say. 
That view was buttressed by 
his appearance in a second 
'TV debate shortly before the 
New Hampshire primary 

st month. 

“Such television programs 

CBS's Sixty Minutes, 
NBC’s Saturday Night Live 
and Public Television’s Bill 
Moyrers’ Journal found the 
dark ‘horse from Illinois a 


fascinating study. So, too, 
did cartoonist Gary 
Trudeau, whose comic strip 
‘Doonesbury’? began 
featuring a lonely, avid 
Anderson supporter. 

Then, on Tuesday, March 
4, the obscurity lifted as 
voters in the Massachusetts 
and Vermont primaries gave 
‘Anderson two second place 
showings, each within a few 
hundred votes of the winner. 

John Anderson was no 
longer a dark horse. Political 
experts proclaimed him a 
major factor in the 
presidential politics of 1980. 

Public attention soon 
fastened on Illinois, where 
the first primary in a major 
Midwestern state would be 
held, and where Anderson 
took his message of “‘com- 
mon sense. and plain 
dealing.” 

“Instead’ of trading upon 
glib promises of more 
energy production,”’ 
Anderson said as he cam- 
paigned, “we should level 
with the American people. 

“Conservation, can make 
an important contribution to 
our national security and 
reduce the chances of 
precipitous military in- 
volvement in the Persian 
Gulf. The only question is

Anderson first ran for 
office in 1956, and was 
elected state’s attorney of 
Winnebago County. Three 
years later, in 1960, 
‘Anderson ran’ for Congress 
from Illinois’ 16th District 
and gained a decisive vic- 
tory. He has been re-elected 
nine times. 

In Congress, Anderson 
proyed himself asa leader in 
varied legislative initiatives 
and, in 1971, he was ap- 
pointed chairman of the 
House Republican Con- 
ference, one of his party’s 
highest positions 

Anderson married the 
former Keke Machakos in 
1953.

New proposal on 
business licenses 


An ordinance setting new 
fees for city business 
licenses in Granite City is 
under ‘consideration by the 
City Council as ‘‘the first 
step in beginning a new 
system (of licenses and 
permits) all the way down 
the line,” Assistant City 
Inspector Jim Stack told the 
council Monday night. 

An ordinance placed on 
first reading requires 
business licenses which 
range from $25 to $100 per 
store, depending on the type 
of merchandise or services 
sold in eath 

Alderman, Roy Poulos of 
the Third Ward said he is 
concerned the new ordinance 
will not be enforced. ‘‘They 
(the city’s inspection 
department) can’t enforce 
the ones we have now, 
because they don’t have 
enough people. They are not 
enforcing building permits 
We've got money out in 
ambulance bills, city 
(vehicle) stickers, sewer 
bills. We are not collecting 
all the money we should 
now," Poulos said. 

He said he feels rummage 
sales are a good example. 
City ordinances require that 
anyone having a rummage 
sale purchase a permit, “but 
all you have to do is look in 
the Press-Record and you 
can.see the people are not 
doing it,” he contended. 

Mayor: Paul Schuler 
disagreed, saying, ‘‘Most 
aldermen police their wards. 
I have calls from aldermen 
all the time on rummage 
sales, wanting to know if 
they have a permit.” 

Poulos disagreed, saying, 
“It’s not up to the aldermen 
‘That's not our job, It is up to 
the city inspection depart- 
ment.” 

Alderman Sam Whitmer of 
the Second Ward said, ‘‘This 
is the first time the city has 
made a sincere attempt to 


collect business licenses. 
Let’s give it a chance. The 
girls in Mr. Stevens’ (City 
Clerk Robert W. Stevens) 
office have their fingers on 
this now.”” 

Alderman Everett Morlen 
of the First Ward suggested 
that the city require a 
business license for each 
listing a store has in the 
Yellow Pages. He named one 
local retail store which sells 
lumber, jewelry, hardware 
and other items and 
suggested it be required to 
purchase a separate license 
for each department. 

Stevens later said his 
understanding of the 
proposed ordinance is that 
each business will be 
required to purchase only 
one license. The license fee 
for department stores, for 
example, is set at $25, no 
matter how many depart- 
ments, he pointed out. 

Several questions were 
asked about the ordinance, 
such as the fee for pest 
control businesses, the topic 
was listed, but the fee had 
not been set. Alderman 
Warren Decatur noted the 
fee for electrical contractors 
was’ set, at $100 in the 
proposed ordinance, but 
contended state law sets the 
limit cities can charge 
electrical contractors for 
business licenses at $: 

The aldermen agreed to 
put the ordinance on first 
reading for possible 
amendments before it 
passed at the next council 
meeting. 

The date for the next 
meeting was changed from 
Tuesday, March 18, to 
Wednesday, March 19, due to 
the primary election that 
Tuesday. The meeting will
